The lil)el suit trials have been tlie 
principal topic of convarsatioii in llio 
city for tlio lust two <lays. I'eople ox- 
pruHs themselves freely upon the luiitt- 
ner in wliii'h the Cliief .liistice ieoe,ive<l 
lliu vordiel, in i'liK ('ul.oNlsr eaae anil 
tile language lie used in his very singu- 
lar charge to tho jury in that case. Wo 
are not aurpriseil at the imlignation sn 
yiMiorallj' oxhiliiteil. I'eaijUi in these 
lUiya expect froiii the Hencli a dignitieii 
demeanor ami respect for the f«elinga ot 
tlioso who conic liefore it in any capa- 
city. Men wlio conipoae a jurj- who 
have (lono their iluty consoiontiously 
anil to the hest of their aliility are not 
to l)e ehiililen like achool-boya 
by an iiaseilih- |ie(lugo^ne, without 
i-eeeiviiig I hi' syiiipiit hy nf their folluw- 
citizen.-). .Many of the men ivlio aei ve 
on juries are held in higli eateeni. 'Dioy 
are known to be hoiiost and intolligent, 
and are as al)le to come to a just cimclu- 
sion ill the ordinary rliapiltes that arise 
betwuen man anil man as any juiige on 
the .Keiieh. These men have a right te 
courtODUs treatniont at tliu liaiids of the 
CourL Their verdict is entitled to <it 
much respect as ia the decision of the 
judge himself. 

It would be hard to find a better jury, 
ono more ontitleil lo tho oonsiileration ol 
tho court, than tiie om; empanolleil ii 
TllK C'OLONisr case. 'J'he men compos 
ing it had a right to expect coniinon 
civility from the Chief Justice, ami 
when they were treated with coutumely 
it is uot Burprising that not only they 
but nearly the whole eoinmnnitj- are in- 
ili^^naiit. We ni.iy (mM iImI however 
great the coutouipt felt for thoir verdict 
by Chief Justice Bcgbie, it lias been re- 
ceived with general and warmly ex- 
pressed approlmtion. It msy not bo out 
of place here to say that tho eiida ol 
justice an; not likely to be served when 
a juilge acts in such a way as to create 
an aiitagiiniani between hiniBelf anil that 
part of the community Imni uhiel. 
jurymen are aelecteil. ]t ia ini))oi taut 
that juries should esteem a judge foi 
In's personal i|iialitics, us well as have 
respect for his opinions on questioua ol 
law. Men iln mil readily receive in 
Hlruetion Iioni a nuui who has given 
them cause in hiiii, or act as ht 

directs. They are apt to take a pleaaure 
in thwarting him and in doing what he 
iiistrucla them to avoid. And the men 
who compose juries are not exempt 
from tile failings and tho weaknesses ol 
hiuiian nature. The way in which tin 
( 'hiel .hl.Htiee aihlresseil I he jury in TllK 
Colonist ease when ho found thai 
they had brought in a verdict oi 
nominal damages waa calculated to 
olTeml not only the men who 
lornied that jiiiy bill ih,- HholeeUiHS ol 
citizens Nth.) ar,' lial.lr iin.ler siinilai 
I'ii-enin-.tan.'i-.- i,, ]„■ nvatnl in tin: same 
way. Iliiu l.ir the lueluhiess of ,-<ii 
Matthew M. ISogliie as a judge ia iin 
paired by the (liscourteay ami want ol 
ilignily he exhibited on Tuesday reilect- 
iiiK men uill be able to detoriniiiL'. 

The Chiel .liistiee's allusion to TiiK 
Col.OMST ie|i(,ilrr us "tlKit wretuheil 
boy," was uncalled lor and unfeeling. 
Tho young man in the prosecution of his 
duties had miulo ciiC|uiries into the 
truth of K'ports regarding a matter that 
apijeareil lo be a very grave scandal af- 
fectinL;lhe ■•nmmunity serinusly.

and misropi'csentod by ihe Cliiuf .Jua- 
tice. If lio nmdo a iniHlaku and gave a 
too ready crcdoiicu to the storioa that 
were told him, he did only what most 
Iieiiple, young or old, uro prone to do. 
Hut ilia occupation Is an honorable 
and a uaoful one ami when ho 
was ciiilenvoring lo iliacover the 
truth of tho reports that v^ere then rife 
lie was in the legitimate line of his duty 
and deserved praise rather Ihnn re- 
pioneh. Wo are glad to see that tho 
citizens of ^■ictoria generally look upon 
Ilia conduct in t his light, and thai the 
Stigma which the Chief Justice aonghi 
to attach to bim has not injured him in 
the least but has had rather the oppo- 
site effect It in II peculiarly ungra- 
cious thing for an old man to attempt 
to cast unilr:!( i veil reproach upon a lad 
struggling to make a reimtation for 
himself in an liunoiablo profession, 
Voung men less promiiiiug than ho in 



the same profession have risen to po- 
sitions far higher and of greater iiitluencu 
than that occupied by iSir Mattliow 
Baillie Begbie. Wo can assure the 
Chief ' Justice that ha has not raised 
himself in the esteem of thinki\ig men 
in thli community by his wanton at- 
tack upon the youthful reporter with 
whose teatimony he had no fault to tind. 

It is considered in commercial circles 
a grave olfense unnoceaaarily to injuru 
the credit of any business concern. 
Credit _ is exceedingly delicate and 
easily . injured. A whisper, a Hy- 
ing report, may do irreparable harm 
to a man in business. When, 
therefore, tho Judgo on the IJeiicb 
while iniiicting what by comparison was 
a very severe penalty on the Times com- 
pany, spoke disparagingly of its business 
standing, ho may have done the eatab- 
lishniout more harm than if lie had 
i|uailrupled the damages without mak- 
ing any remark on it^i iibilily lo pay. 
,/ustioe certainly did not require that 
the Judge's decisiou should be 
oouehcd in contumelious language 
calculated to injure the credit 
of the einnpany. In thia, too, the 
Judge's conduct haa outraged the eoni- 
nmnity'a aenao of fniriieas and it ia more 
than likely thai the <:oiiteniptuou8 tonus 
will have exactly the opposite affect to 
that intended. They have created a 
uympathy for the Times, ond men who 
are ])olitically opposed to that journal 
have .shown in a very enipliatic way 
that thoy am far from regarding the 
course which tho t-hief Justice lias aeon 
fit to pursue, with approval. 



BRITAIN'S MEANS 
DEFENCE. 



OF 



The attention of the people of ICuglaml 
has been directed to the inaiillicioncy of 
their means of defcucc. They tiud that 
their country is not safe from iiivaaion. 
The science of war liiiH undergone a com- 
pleto revolution aineo Napoleon threat- 
ened lo invade (Jreal liritaiu. Then 
the work of [neparat ion for such an 
ontorpriae waa sh)W, and the nation had 
ample warning of tlie enemy's design. 
Troops wore at that time alow in their 
inovementa. I'rovi.sions and mimitiona 
of war could not ho ea.sily or ipiickly 
convoyed toa giveiijioint, and much time 
waa reqiiireil to build and colled the 
requisite number of sliipa of all kinda. 
But everything is changed now. Ity 
tho use of railroada, steamships and the 
telegraph, men ond war material could 
1)0 transported from the centi o of Ktirope 
to tho coast of (Ireal Britain ill a great 
measure seerelly, and betore tlie llireal- 
nned country had time to make the 
necessary preparation. A nation with 
which tho country is now at peace could, 
in an aatoniahingly short apace ot time, 
have an army in rendineaa to embark, 
and could, .so to speak, pounce upon any 
part of the British coast found not atilli- 
ciently guar, led. ']'he nation ia now at 
peace with all the world, butnoone knows 
how long that petice may last. Kurope 
is au armed camp, and a spark may any 
day kindle the flaineH of wnr. Keiice 
the nocesaily for being |nopaieil, of hav- 
ing the British uater.s and the British 
coast ao guarded ami defeiided that a 
successful invasion would be an impos- 
sibility. The necessity of putting the 
nation in a gowl state of defence is not 
insisted on by mere alarmists, tiniidsouls 
who are frightened at shallows. fSiit cool 
and clear-headed stiitesmeii, who know 
aa much as can bo known of tho true in 
wardnossof iMirnpo, have undertaken to 
allow tho Hritiali people that it ia quite 
|x>ssible that their existence as a nation 
depends upon their taking ]>rompt and 
eflective moasuJ ea to make their coun- 
try impregnable. This is ^^■ha^ Lord 
.Salisbury said at Bristol mi later back 
than the L'otli of laal month. 

"Armies eaii now be directed n|ifiii a 
single point with \ ery -enall iioth e in- 
deed, and it the sen is not oiirs, if 'iiii- 
power of defending onisrlvrs upon what 
ue may call oni initiv.' element is either 
iiiiglected Ol lor a iiioiii,-nl intei i njiled 
we run ilie :.T,-alest iliinc,.|- in ,.-iise we 
have any ■ ni ijiy abroad. .Viiil renieiii- 
lier that I'nr^possibility of inva.-iion is afar 

for any other i-ounti \' in ihe world. The 
fabric of our ,-oiinti v is so artitieial, ue 
lia\e raised such a vast eililiee of in- 
dustry and manufacture and wealth 
witbin so narrow an area tinil the pro- 
greaa of a hostile army through our 
country wouUl shatter our prosperity 
with a ruin which centuries would not 
repair. In proportion to the danger 
must be our precaution. We have to 
protect ourselves. " 

.•\ t every sentcnco of this passage of 
his speech the British I'reinier was 
cheered. It was ijuite evident that his 
hearers \»iTe .-is di:e[)ly impressed as In- 
waa with the necessilN ol being prepar 
ed to meet any invaiU-r. 
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The Snuai Kniiiiiifs Kill whii'li waf 
defeated a P'W ilays ago ill the liiitisli 
I'arliameiil wan iiileiided to diseonrage 
the iinpoi'tatioii of sugar from conntrie.i 
which gave tho maiiufitcturer a boiintv 
on sugar exjiorled. The wHeet of tin- 
hountiea given by diHeieiii Kiiiop.'un 
states was to make sugar cheap in Creat 
liritaiu. The loi eigii la \ payei w nsb\ 
that policy eompelled to pay pari of the 
price of the sugiii- consumed in the 
United Kingdom. This cheap foreign 
sugar went inio eoiiipetitioii with sugar 
n:lineil in lii itish cities and the eoiiHe- 
qiienee was lliat the liiitish sugar relin- 
ing indirury langiiislual. Bin ihe people 
had cheap sugar. Tho refiners com- 
plained and a convention was held in 
London lust year tlie result of whi,;li 
was that the parlies agreed among other 
things, to ilisci iininate against sugar on 
which a iKiiiiily wins paid, mnl ihu bill 
hefin-e I'lii-liameni \\ a.s to carry out that 
agreenioiit. The people in I lie ineantiinr 
found out that tho passage ot the law 
meant to them dearer sugar, ami the 
bill wliii:h thieatc'iied to raiao the price 
of ibe people's sugar became unpopulur. 
Tliu iieojile ill KugLuid when 
thoy dialike a ineusnie that in 
before Parliament have very ■■Heelnal 
means of making their dislikr Lno\t n n, 
the Government and to the meniboi H. 
Then the cheapness of sugar Caused new 
iiidiiRtries to bo e.stablinlied and greatly 
extended at least one old ami very im- 
portani industry. Cheap sugar c'nuKcd 
jam-making eatablibliinenlH to be raised 
in different parts of tho country, and 
these eslablishmenU in thoir turn gave 
a stimulus to fruit-raising, Tlion the 
manufttoturu of coiifectionery, which, 
until of lalo yeara, waa a eoinparalively 
unimportant induatiy in (ireal Itrilai;: 
when sugar became cheap iiioroased 
wonderfully. Pr«viou» to that time a 



large parL of the confectionery used iu 
England waa iinpm toil from I'ranco, but 
of late years the people of l\ .ince began 
to use sugar plums made in Ihiglainl. It 
Tvaa found: on enquiry that the num- 
ber of people interested in keeping sugar 
cheap far outnumbered tlioao that would 
bo bonetited by making it dearer. The 
artisans and others employed in the con- 
fectioneries and jam-making establish- 
meiits, whose existence depended upon 
the continued obeapness of sugar, were 
more in number than those employed in 
the sugar roKueriea in their palmiest 
daya. When these facta came to bo 
known and talked about it ia not sur- 
prising that tho Government hesitated 
about adopting the sugar bill as their 
own, and that they at last declined 
becoming responsible for it. Conse- 
qiiently, when it was defeated on the 
second reading the (iovemment was ' 
not in any way affected.

t\ couinidi'o.sDK.sT in tho T'imes trios 
create tho impression tliat Col. I'rior 
shirked the rote on Mr. Davies' amend- 
ment relative to the China and Japan 
steamers calling at Victoria. Col. Prior 
dill nothing of the kind, for the simplo 
reason that no vole waa taken. There 
ia a good deal of misunderstauiliug about 
this matter. Tlie amendment waa 
moved by Mr. Davies, and several mem- 
bei-s, iiioluding Air. Ward, and Mr. 
I'rior, spoke uixm it. While the debate 
waa going on Mr. Prior proposed to 
move an amendment to Mr. Davies' 
ainondmoiit, but found that the (iovern- 
ment would not support it, and that he 
would be left its only supporter. He 
then signitied his intention to Mr. 
Davies to vote for his amendment, 
which ho certainly would have 
done if there had been a divi- 
sion upon it. But Mr. Laurier, the 
leader of the Opposition, for some rea- 
son or other, did uot see tit to preaa tho 
motion to a division, but directed the 
.Speaker to declare it lost on division. 
This is often done when it is found in- 
cmiveiiieiit or impolitic to take a vole on 
a motion which is certain lo be lost. 
Our readers therefore sei> that Col. Prior 
did not shirk the vole on DnvieK' 
amomlmeiit, but on the contrary, would 
have voted for it hud the opportunity 
been all'orded him.
